LEAGUE SUPPORT 

- *■ 

« A startling, though possibly misleading, headline in re¬ 
cent papers, said: “Would B.C. be another Belgium in 
case of U.S.-Japanese conflict?” We have always regard¬ 
ed war as a catastrophe which might occur in rertlote 
countries, into which we might be drugged. But the sug¬ 
gestion of Canadian territory becoming involved in war¬ 
fare, is something quite different; -/ 

It is natural to - turn in thought th the League of Na¬ 
tions and consider what part it might play in case of war 
if all its teeth had not been drawn, by the very nations 
which signed the' covenant, of 1919. 

The hope of the League has been for a police force, 
subscribed to by participating nations and strong enoflgh 
to enforce discipline, if discipline became necessary. The 
Sino-Japanese conflict showed clearly that there are oc¬ 
casions when the League must have authority and power, 
otherwise it is nothing but a feeble gesture. 

Canada herself, has been far from guiltless in extract¬ 
ing power from the League, and it would he irony indeed 
if Canada came to a point where she needed protection. 

Admittedly, the most serious obstacle to any effective 
action on the part of the League is United States. Intend¬ 
ing aggressors are constantly encouraged by U.S. absence 
from Geneva. 

•i But before criticizing the American absentee, it would 
'—J /be. wiser for Canadians to consider what attitude this 
■country has taken in backing up the virile features of the 
Covenant as signed in 1919. 

Article X, a most unpopular article o t the agreement, 
says: “the members of the League undertake to respect, 
and preserve against external aggression, the territorial 
integrity antf existing political independence of all mem¬ 
bers of the League.” 

If an Association of nations is worth anything at all, it 
ought to be ready to guarantee every one of its members 
against aggressive violence. 

But article X and similar forceful articles have not 
been to the liking of either party in Canada, and at the 
first three League assemblies, our representatives strove 
to have Article X eliminated. 

It is well known that Canadians feared that they would 
become embroiled in Central European complications. So 
it was somewhat ironical that the first appeal to Article 
X should come from our helpless neighbor China, whose 
integrity and whose future trade are of importance to 
• ourselves. 

Canada is a small country from point of population. It 
could not contribute greatly to the authority and {lower 
of the League as a police force. But if Canada rallied 
fully and freely to the whole Covenant (forceful features 
as well ps conciliatory) it would indirectly accomplish a 
great deal in the restoration of thejLeague as a world 
corrective. As it is, no government knows how far it 
can depend on its neighbors to line up with the terms of 
their common agreement, because the strong articles of 
the Covenant are disputed by some of its members. 

The suggestion that B.C. might become the Belgium of 
a Japanese-American conflict, although a strain on the 
imagination, does give one a new feeling of sympathy for 
little nations that live in perpetual fear of encroachment. 

If the original Covenant of the League was whole-heart¬ 
edly supported by Canada, as well as by the other League 
members; if the League was equipped with a trained po¬ 
lice army authorized to act promptly in any case of ag¬ 
gression, would there not be a sense of security that is 
completely lacking in the world today. 


RUSSIA VS. AMERICAN 


An article appears in the Atlantic Monthly, by William 
Henry Chamberlin who has been Moscow' correspondent 
for the Manchester Guardian and the Christian Science 
Monitor. In it, he contrasts Russia and United States, 
touching on mechanization, organizations, economics and 
such differences. He says: 

Both Russians and Americans have many causes of wor- 
ory, but not about the same things. I gather that Ameri¬ 
cans are anxious about actual or impending loss of em¬ 
ployment, about wrong investments and failing banks. 
These have no meaning in Russia, because the employ- 
ment.problem is shortage of labor; investments are non¬ 
existent in a land where property is publiely owned; banks 
cannot fail for they are state supported. Money means 
less than anywhere in the world because its buying power 
is so uncertain. With abundance of money and a dearth of 
food and manufactured goods, the Russian sums up his 
dilemma in the popular joke ‘Who are the richest people 
in the world ? The Russians, because they don’t know 
what to do with their money.’ 

“The Russian, however, has his own special fears—the 
engineer fears he may be suspected of sabotage, the Com¬ 
munist fears the suspicion of heresy; there are anxieties 
about food and fuel and textiles, about crowded living 
conditions,.'; 

“The American system of industry is planless, unreg¬ 
ulated, building up supply far inexcess of demand, "i'he 
Soviet system of state planning has yet to prove its abil¬ 
ity to produce enough services to assure comfort for all. 

“It is my impression that it is the oldest who are hard¬ 
est hit by present day conditions in Russia, while in Am¬ 
erica it is the young who dre faring the worst. /ftussion 
people past middlerage feel the’ physical deprivations of 
the five-year plan, missing their butter, sugar, coffee and 
white bread. They are less hopeful than their grandchild¬ 
ren. 

, “But in America it is the young men and’wofnen just 
starting in life who. losing their jobs and unable to find 
others, are the chief victims of depression. - 

“In Russia, the post war generation has no fear of un¬ 
employment, because there is so much work to he done 
and young people occupy the most re-ponsihle po *s in 
Soviet factories and offices. They possess greater vitality 
than their elders and physiral deprivations are minimized 
because they hope in time to reap the rewards of j resent 
restriction. Then too, they know little of what goes on 
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in the outside world, as the Soviet press confines Itself 
mostly to the strikes, unemployment‘and so on, of capi¬ 
talistic countries. 

“In every element of life and thought, America and Rus 
sia are as far apart as the poles. Their differences are 
fundamental. In time, some of the sharpest differences 
between full-blooded Capitalism and full-blooded Com¬ 
munism may disappear. When the debris of the present 
is cleared away, it may well be that America will have 
parted with a good deal of its “rugged individualist,” 
and similarly that Russia will go much farther along the 
way of granting higher material awards and higher per¬ 
sonal authority to the heads of state enterprises.” 


DO.MJNION DEFICIT 


The hopes of Hon. E. N. Rhodes when he levied his 
sugar tax and stiffened sales tax, income tax, and stamp 
taxes, have not been justified in the first four months of 
the fiscal year and the deficit for the Dominion promises 
to be large. " 

In the first four months of the fiscal year, revenues 
have fallen $11,000,000 in comparison with the corres- 
ponding period of 1932. 

Mr. Rhodes imposed new "taxes in March which he ex¬ 
pected would yield sixty million dollars. To have met his 
expectations, a gain of twenty million in revenue would 
been made in the past four months. Instead of .this, the 
drop in revenue is $11,000,000, which leaves a real budget 
loss of thirty-one million. 

All the increased taxes have been of little avail. The 
public has apparently reduced on sugar consumption and 
conducted small business trading in cash instead of stamp 
ing cheques, in addition to exercising a thousand and one 
economies, which in better times would not have been 
necessary. It would appear that the country has been 
bled white. 

Customs receipts have taken a heavy drop and the 
present tariff does not swell the federal revenue to any 
great extent. 

Total expenditures have dropped only six mililon dollars 
in comparison with the same period of 1932. It is notable 
that the federal expenditures which show a cut are in un¬ 
employment relief which is down about $2,500,000. Yet 
the number of unemployed can not be said to have de¬ 
creased. Loans and advances (to provincial governments) 
are down $9,000,000 and capital expenditure has been cut 
by $2,000,000. Items in current expenditure which have 
increased include debt charges, subsidies, premiums, dis¬ 
counts, old age pensions, broadcasting commission, mines 
and soldier settlement. ’ 

It is apparent from the income tax revenue, that in¬ 
comes are below last year. It is apparent that the people 
of Canada have reached the limit of taxation and that 
some other method must be discovered for balancing the 
budget. 

A decrease in expenditure of $6,000,000’' is not a very 
robust effort, in spite of good intention. But it is quite 
clear that so far as the people are concerned they have 
no more money to give and that if there is to be economy 
it must come, from decreased expenditures by Parliament; 


BANKS STATE CASE 


Western Canadians are sufficiently familiar with argu¬ 
ments in favor of a Central bank, and in favor of a gen- 
erl revision of the Bank Act. 

Before the Royal Banking Commission closed its public 
sittings, five general managers of Canadian banking insti¬ 
tutions appeared before the Commission to express their 
point of view. They, were definitely opposed to the crea¬ 
tion of a central bank in the present disturbed state of 
business. 

They stressed the danger of political influence. This 
danger would be present in , ordinary times. But it was 
far more pressing now “when years of unprecedented de 
pression have brought dangerous currency theories into 
party politics and when it is quite within the bounds of 
possibility that some political party might gain office, 
pledged to carry such theories into practice.” 

However strong might be the casg for a central bank, 
“it would undoubtedly be better for this country to have 
none than to have a central bank subject' in any way to 
political pressure,” was the positive assertion. 

They suggested an alternative proposal, an administra¬ 
tive board composed of experts in finance and currency 
and broadly representative of the business and agricultur¬ 
al interests of Canada” to administer the functions now 
performed by the treasury board. 

Rates of interest charged by the banks on loans Were 
defended. Interest rates charged in Western Canada com¬ 
pared favorably with those prevailing in the western 
states, it was contended. The right of the banks to deal 
in securities was asserted in another submission, and the 
statutory authority for their so doing was cited. 

The banks expressed the view, that Canada’s machinery 
had proved adequate to the financing of the foreign trade 
of the country. 


SELF SUFFICIENT FRANCE 


\ ear by year the French Government is making it in¬ 
creasingly difficult to sell anything but French manufac¬ 
tured goods in Algeria, Tunisia, Morocco, French Indo- 
China, Madagascar and her other vast overseas posses¬ 
sions. 

It is a claim of French,, statesmen that within a few 
years France will be able to lead a life of economic isola¬ 
tion. All the rubber, coffee oil, cotton and base metals 
required in the French market will come from her over¬ 
seas empire. , 

Morocco—one of the granaries of ancient Rome—can 
provide all the wheat necessary to render France inde¬ 
pendent of the wheat-exporting countries. 

Time presses. The eleventh hour is upon us. We have 
yet a chance to follow in France’s footsteps. 

In intrinsic resources the British Empire is three or four 
times as well endowed as the-Empire of France. 

Determined statesmanship moving steadily in the direc¬ 
tion of Empire Free Trade will not only cure unemploy¬ 
ment in Britain but bring back to us the prosperity we 
enjoyed in the early years of this century.—Lord Roth- 
ermere.

WHAT I SAW AT 
THE WORLD'S FAIR 


Marvels of Great Exhibition Describ¬ 
ed by Miss Dorothy Marshall 

Miss Dorothy Marshall, teacher last 
term at the Kirkcaldy school, was a 
recent visit to the World’s Fair at 
Chicago. * 

She addressed a meeting on her return 
and by the use of a large map, Miss 
Marshall, conveyed her hearers on a 
vivid sight-seeing tour, through the 
huge Exhibition grounds. The area 
dotted with exhibition buildings, ex¬ 
tends for three miles and covers 425 
acres. Ail the buildings were in 
bright shades, presenting a most col¬ 
orful scene. The ground^ were kept 
spotlessly clean despite the crowds, 
not so much as a scrape of paper to 
be seen. The evening fireworks were 
a fairyland scene, and all night long, 
huge searchlights played upon re¬ 
motest comers. 

Natural History , 

A huge building at the entrance, 
displayed every conceivable stage of 
natural history, and one could have 
spent profitable months of study 
there. There were models from ev¬ 
ery stage of world history, showing 
costumes, implements, weapons, ani¬ 
mals, habitations; the complete evo¬ 
lution from monkey to man. An 
aquarium near at hand’ showed every 
known form of fish, and as a back¬ 
ground to the long stretch of build¬ 
ings were several lagoons, with open 
air floats, boats and continual enter¬ 
tainment. Buddy Rogers had a cas¬ 
ino at one point, the shape of a ship 
and offering great amusement. 

Study of States i 
- The exhibit of all the States of the 
ITriion was a wonderful publicity effort 
demonstrating the endless and varied 
resources of the country. 

Amos and Andy 

(Amos and Andy were two towers 
near the entrance, .connected by cable 
at a height of about 300 feet. The 
towers were 628 feet high and up you 
shot to the top in 42 seconds, and as 
an additional thriller took a ride 
from Amos to Andy across the cable 
in the rocket cars. 

Foreign Exhibits 

The foreign concessions were very 
fascinating, being replicas of pursuits 
homes and costumes of foreign coun¬ 
tries. Many had beautiful pictures 
and handcraft, and some ran moving 
pictures or lectures of their country. 
These included Italy, Sweden, Czecho 
Slovakia, Hungary, China, Japan, etc. 
The streets of Paris showed the open 
air cafeterias and outdoor life; the 
Belgian exhibit was attractive with 
its cobble stone streets, dog carts, old 
buildings with the dancing in the vil¬ 
lage square. Morocco was a strange 
contrast with its desert and sand. The 
old Heidelberg Inn (which was a re¬ 
plica of the scene from the Student 
Prince), served German dishes and 
played, melodies from the Student 
Prince. The Cape Cod cottage was 
another contrast in simplicity and 
comfort, vastly different from the

It 
was said that only three men in the 
world, understood everything shown 
in this building. General exhiibts, not 
far away, were much simpler to 
grasp, being concerned with unbreak¬ 
able glass, furniture, pictures, clothes 
etc., and understandable processes of 
manufacture. - 

Agriculture 

The agricultural building with its 
demonstration of past and present, 
presented very cleverly, was a revela¬ 
tion of the development of the indus¬ 
try, both' in products and processes. 
The chicken farm gave many sugges¬ 
tions in up-to-date development of 
this industry and the dairy building 
was on the same plan. The Holstein 
cow that gave milk continuously, with 
out a pause, was a model in every 
way. This cow, like the dinosaurs 
and other strange creatures, was con¬ 
structed so cleverly that it blinked its 
eyes, swished its tail and mooed like 
a % real cow. The dinosaurs also were 
absolutely life-like in sounds and 
movements. 

Electrical Building 

The electrical building was another 
breath-taking man-el, with inventions 
unknown to the ordinary visitor. In 
it was a House of Magic which was 
truly magic. The enchanted Island 
for children was also enchanted, with 
moving pictures and fairyland char¬ 
acters. 

/ Horticulture 

The wonder of- the horticultural 
building was the vigorous growth of 
any and every type of vegetation and 
flowers. There were conventional 
gardens, rose gardens, gardens for 
large and small homes and so on. And 
in other buildings also-, there was 
actual growth of trees, grass and 
flowers, with real waterfalls and 
creeks. 

Model Homes 

There were twelve model homes 
demonstrated! Qne was ten storeys 
high, with a room to each floor.

The train 
of tomorrow was. shown, the whole 
train weighing less than a modern 
pullman coach. " It was of chromium 
on stream line effect, and the whole 
train in one. Other interesting ‘dis¬ 
plays include, the Canada Blue Nose, 
the Royal Scot train, the Burlington 
Special, Fort Dearborn and Abraham 
Lincoln’s home. 

One must not forg-et the huge 
thermometer visible lo all parts of 
the grounds, nor the planetarium; 
Hollywood with a demonstration of 
the mechanics motion pictures; the 
Nash, Chrysler and General Motor 
exhibits, all different; the Firestone 
exhibit and the Midway. 

Hall of Religion 

A handsome building was the Hall 
of Religion with continuous sen-ices, 
Catholic, Jewish or Protestant, con¬ 
ducted at all hours. 

Great Beyond 

After passing a lumber and log rol¬ 
ling exhibit, the tourist was invited 
to gaze into the “Great Beyond,” 
which lay at the extreme end of the 
grounds. This represented the possi¬ 
bilities of the future, but by that 
time few had any resources left, and 
were obliged to leave their curiosity 
unsatisfied. 


N SCOTIA PREMIER 
MUCH EDUCATED 


Angus L. MacDonald in adidtion to 
beitig Canada’s youngest Premier, has 
academic training that not many pos¬ 
sess. With youthful experience as a 
teacher, he went overseas with the 
Cape Breton Highlanders after grad¬ 
uation from St. Francis Xavier Uni¬ 
versity. • He advanced to captaincy 
and on returning to Nova Scotia, he 
entered Dalhousie Law School, and 
graduated with a Doctorate of laiws 
in 1921. He returned to the Univer¬ 
sity three years later as professor of 
law. Later, he made special studies 
of law at Columbia and Harvard Uni¬ 
versities. In 1929, Harvard conferred 
upon him the degree of floctor of the 
.Science of Jurisprudence—a degree 
held by only- our Canadians. 

He resumed his professorship in 
1921 and continued at Dalhousie until 
May 1933 when he forsook his educa¬ 
tional work to enter politics. 


NORTHERN 

RHODESIA 

(Continued from Last Week) 


There are few cattle or horses in 
the northern part of the province. The 
dread tsetsefly has more than once 
annihilated experiments in these 
types of domestic animals. 

The headquarters of the British 
South African Co., is the town of N” 
Kana. Here there -is a population of 
about 2000 white people, almost all 
English, of a very fine class, with 800 
men employed in the plant. The na¬ 
tive compound has a population of 
about 17,000. These natives are em¬ 
ployed underground, for which the> 
draw a wage of $5.00 a month. In the 
stores or as domestic servants, ser¬ 
vants’ ' wages run from $1.00 to $1.75 
a month, with keep always in addi¬ 
tion to wages. Many of the natives 
have been recruited from the back- 
woods * and were absolutely native. 
But once leaking wages, they devel¬ 
op a yen for clothes, and appear in 
very startling combinations of gar¬ 
ments. Their social standing is 
greatly increased if they can acquire 
a cast-off dinner suit, arid a hat is the 
high mark of the well dressed man. 
They are naturally honest, so far at 
least as money is concerned, and a 
real native can be trusted. On the 
survey trips, native boys would pack 
along $500 pay money in boxes on 
their h< ads with complete unconcern. 
And Mr. Elves testifies to never hav¬ 
ing lost a nickel from the unlocked 
boxes. * 

The climate from November to May 
is rainy. -This is the rainy season 
with from 80 to 100 inches of fall. 
For the rest of the year „ it is clear 
sunshine and very pleasant. The ele¬ 
vation is 5000 feet. 

Adventures Wit hi,ion's 

W’hen asked if he had had any ad¬ 
ventures with lions, elephants or 
leopards, Mr. Elves insisted that 
nothing out of the ordinary, had ever 
happened. He insisted that a real 
adventure should end fatally or al¬ 
most fatally, and that a few qualms 
and a little preparedness does not 
make a story. However, the follow¬ 
ing experience was wangled out, as 
an instance of what might occulCMn 
the long survey treks across Country. 

One evening Mr. Elves and partner 
shot a pig for feed for the camp and 
brought it back, with blood dripping 
along the trail. Late at Wright he 
was roused by the roaring of lions 
about a quarter of a mile away, and 
closing in. They apparently were on 
the blood trail. He roused the car¬ 
riers, loaded guns, built up' the fire 
and tried to pass on the news to his 
partner in his hut across the path. 
Friend partner, however, was indiff¬ 
erent to lions, and elected to sleep. 
.Nothing was heard for a few minutes 
till a stealthy rustling in the ant 
heap (as big as a house) back of 
Partner’s but, revealed the closer ap¬ 
proach of the lions. Suddenly and sim 
ultaneously a roat-from half a dozenj 
throats split the air immediately back 
of Partner’s hut and brought him out 
with a leap, fully lion conscious at 
last. Twelve interested lions, it de¬ 
veloped, were in the party, cirpling 
the camp, coming closer, but not quite 
daririg to attack. The men on the 
other hand did not want to shoot, be¬ 
cause a wounded victim would bring 
down the whole troop, and probably 
be completely disastrous. So the 
minutes worked by, with both sides 
alert for a “break” but neither mak¬ 
ing a decisive move. Finally with 
daylight, the attacking party dis¬ 
persed and life again resumed its rou¬ 
tine. . , 

The danger from wild anihials is 
perhaps overestimed, though lions 
have been known to raid native vil¬ 
lages with considerable loss of life. 
The real menace are old lions whose 
faulty dentistry makes them unable 
to attack buck. These are man eat¬ 
ers and really dangerous.
